Killed on the Trick 


DORA MOROEi INSTANTLY KILLED THURS¬ 
DAY KOOK IT CENTRE STREET 
CROSSING. 


The deadly level crossing claimed 
another victim on Thui’sday, when 
Dora daughter of Mr. E. B. Morden 
car inspector of Bay of Quinto railway, 
was instantly killed by u Grand Trunk 
engine on the Centre street crossing. 

The dead girl was on her bicycle 
coming down town from her.home, 
which is smae distance above the 
Centre street crossing when the acci¬ 
dent happened. 

A ballast train was going east on 
the south tj'ack, and a freight engine 
was backing up from the water tank 
on the north track, and while the dead 
girl must have been watching the 
ballast train and endeavoring to cross 
the track as soon as the van of the 
train wan clear of the crossing, she 
evidently did not see the freight 
engine, which backed down on her 
almost taking the top of her head off, 
and which must have caused inHtant 
death. 

Tho crew of the freight engine claim 
they did not see anyone crossing the 
track, and were unaware that an ac¬ 
cident had hapi>em*d until they hud 
backed some instance l>eyond the 
crossing, and were about to couple tin* 
engine to the train, when they were 
told by tin* brakesman that the engine 
had run over a girl. 

Dr. Cowan, the coroner, passed over 
the track just ahead of the ballast 
train and was within hailing distance 
when the body was discovered, and 
after viewing the remain** a jury was 
empannollcd and an inquest held in 
Paul & Ming’s undertaking rooms, 
where the remains hud been moved to 
be nrepared for burial. 

The jurors having viewed tin* re¬ 
mains the inquest was adjourned 
until this evening at 8 o’clock. 

The deceased girl was about thirteen 
years of age, an exceedingly bright 
girl, ii ml her sad death has greatly 
shocked all the friends of the family.

EXPECTS LATE HARVEST. 

Speaking of the latest «Top reports 
from the West, on Snturdiiv, Mr. F. 
W. Thompson, viee-president and 
managing director of the Ogilvie Flour 
Mills Company, Ltd., said : 

"Our advieeN from the West are gen¬ 
erally favorable. The growth, how¬ 
ever, is very rank, and we do not look 
for tin* harvest, to be general before 
the hist, week of August or the first of 
September. It I s also impossible to 

make any predictions regarding the 

probable yield at the present time 
where the growth is running so much 
to straw, and wo certainly do not look 
for so early a harvest as some people 
are predicting. Allowing that it will 
lie generally beaded oiitJhyJuly 10 or 
i 12, the period of harvest, would be 
then in annul six weeks, which would 
mean from August 21 to 2d, under or¬ 
dinary conditions, hut with «> nne h 
straw this year, It will require from 
ten to fourteen days longer. 

"It will be seen, therefore, that un¬ 
der favorable conditions, based on past 
experience, it is not reasonable to ex¬ 
pect harvesting to be general ls*fore 
September 1, although it is quite pos¬ 
sible that here and there favored spots 
may get started earlier.” 

Mr. Thompson added that up to date 
there had lieen some damage by hail. 
He noted that 1,200 acres hail been de¬ 
stroyed on the night of July 3, at 
Manitou, Man., 2,000 acres at Grain! 
View, and 1,500 acres at Oakville, hut 
in the aggregate the quantity destroy¬ 
ed by hail did not go beyond the aver, 
age of past years.

FRENCH GOVERNMENT WANT! 
STRICT ENFORCEMENT OF ACT 


Tba Reds Now Have ■ 

When Landing on British 


Special represantaUons have been 
made by tbe French Government to the 
Government of Great Britain on tbe sub¬ 
ject of Joint measures to prevent Anar- 
ctiinl outrages. 

l'be French Government Is particul¬ 
arly anxious that tbe Aliens Act passed 
by Mr, Bslloui's Government should be 
applied so ss to exclude ell persons sue- 
pteted of Anarchistic sympulhles, and 
ilial an understanding sliuuld be come 
lo by which the police of both countries 
ebould keep In closer touch with one 
unolher. 

When Sir Henry Campbell-Banner¬ 
man's Government relaxed the Aliens 
Act so that political offenders should 
not come within lie terms, It was stated 
tv a section of the French press that 
Herbert Gladstone's exemptions would 
make England the sanctuary of Anar¬ 
chists compelled to llee (torn other coun¬ 
tries. 

AN EASY EXCUSE. 

As matters now stand, the most no¬ 
torious Anarchist need only say on 
reaching England that he Is emigrating 
lo escape the penalties of a political of¬ 
fence, arid, according to the Govern¬ 
ment's Instructions, the British Immi¬ 
gration officers must give him the be¬ 
nefit of the doubt. 

An influential officer of the French 
police the olher day suld that one of the 
greatest difficulties his subordinates have 
lo cope with is the want of a systema¬ 
tized method of dealing with crimes of 
this description. For want of such a 
system the threads of an Incipient plot 
arc lost In four coses out of five. 

Her declared that If England would 
only agree lo some method of watching 
the Anarchists she already harbors, and 
refused to receive others, a great deal 
ol good would result to every country. 
The police of every capital would then 
look after their own Anarchists Instead 
of casting them out to hatch fresh 
crimes unhindered In London.

The nearness of Paris to London 
makes the execution of a plot that Iras 
been hutched In London an easy mut¬ 
ter- In the French capital. 

The enormous number of travelers 
who cross the channel between France 
end England every day makes it almost 
impossible tor French officials to exer¬ 
cise Ihe same scrutiny over suspected 
persons fl-s they can at fronlier points 
converging from Paris. 

The French Government Is also heart¬ 
ily seconding the proposal for an inter¬ 
national anti-Anarchisl congress made 
by Ihe Italian Government, and is anxi¬ 
ous that is should be held with the least 
possible delay.

BRITISH GOVERNMENTS LONO HUNT 
FOR HUBS SECRET. 


Tb« Problem Was Bow to Make lha 
Bogs Bat Plaster at Parts With 
Their Sugar. 

Probably few persons are aware that 
the natural habitat of the cockroach Is a 
British postofllce. Most of the buildings 
devoted to that purpose are old, all of 
them are dirty and every one of them 
la alive with roaches. 

There are proleseional rat catchers 
and roach killers In all countries, but 
Ihe methods they adopt are usuully 
trade secrets, and probably no two men 
follow Ihe same process. The only con¬ 
dition upon which they will work Is 
that they shall have the building en¬ 
tirely to themselves from a certain hour 
at njght until a certain hour in the 
morning and that no one shull be al¬ 
lowed to spy upon them. 

By Ihe time It Is necessary to resume 
business the professional has carefully 
removed all traces of his work and is 
ready to depart for dirtier fields und 
pastures brown. Whet he hns done 
during the voiceless hours of the night 
or what materials he has worked with 
are no one’s business. Every roach in 
the place is dead and that ts enough. 
The charge for such a night’s work in 
England is £5—about $25. 

It must not be supposed that Ihe Bri¬ 
tish Government paid over this amount 
with regularity and frequency without 
making some effort to save that Item of 
expense. On the contrary, It tried in 
every way to And out the roach killer's 
secret, but for a long lime without suc¬ 
cess. 

The only evidence it had to go upon 
were the dead roaches. When these 
were swept out it was remarked that Ihe 
few found after the expert had gone 

WERE AS HARD AS IRON, 

in fact, they might have been intended 
for brlc-a-brnc. Their weight, also, 
seemed to be out of all proportion lo 
their size and number. 

One day someone with an Investiga¬ 
ting turn of rnlnd dissected one of those 
roaches, and come lo Ihe conclusion 
that it was not a roach at all, there be¬ 
ing nothing under his knife proper to a 
roach but the skin and legs. The in¬ 
terior was apparently u block of stone. 

Several specimens of the genus Cucar- 
acha defunctus having been submitted 
lo chemical analysis, it was determined 
beyond question that the interior of Ihe 
insect was composed entirely ol plaster 
of parts and glucose, and it seemed that 
the glucose must have originally been 
sugar, which had been swallowed in 
conjunction with the plaster ol put-is, 
just as human beings swallow whisky 
in water. 

Armed wilh this discovery, the ser¬ 
vices ol the professional seemed no 
longer necessary, and plaster of parts 
mixed with sugar was plentifully 
sprinkled about a certain postolllce 
which had been selected as on experi¬ 
mental station or proving ground.

size of grain, the weight and the color. 
This was tried, but the result was only 
partly satisfactory, enough, however, to 
show that the secret was partly solved.

VOLTS VS. GREEK. 

Sir Frederick Treves' Views on the 
Future of Education. 

"Men are beginning to And that a 
knowledge of volts und amperes Is of 
more utility than an Intimate acquain¬ 
tance with the Greek Teetament," said 
Sir Frederick Treves on the occasion of 
presenting prizes at th* Leya School at 
Cambridge, England. 

“The advance of science has revolu¬ 
tionized our methods, and ihe stress of 
modern life has completely revolution¬ 
ized our needs,'' he continued. 

“Such is the utilitarian spirit of the 
age, and such the pressure of modern 
life, that pure culture has become a 
qualification of depreciated value, and 
for the scholarly man ttiere seems not to 
be the demand or place ttiere formerly 
was. 

“A lad who has lo make his way In 
the world must regard his education 
with sadly commercial eyes. 

“Even os dull a tiling us Ihe last 
Board of Trade returns must be of more 
value to him In his future llfe Ilian the 
odes of Horace. 

“It comes to this, therefore—that the 
schoolmaster of to-day must realize that 
he has not only to make ti man of a 
boy, hut a specific mun—a man of busi¬ 
ness, a man of science, a mun with a 
definite profession, 

“The modern cry Is for specialized 
knowledge, and the groundwork which 
of necessity must underlie that know¬ 
ledge Is u very wide understanding lo 
meet the modem needs. 

“The machinery ot leaching Is being 
changed. The lecturer is being replaced 
by the demonstrator, and the lecture 
theatre by the laboratory.’’

A Momentous Statement by the 
Foreign Secretary. 


A despatch from London says: Sev- 
eral weeks ago cable despatches called 
» ten lon to the unrest In the Moslem 
world, and the serious possibility of the 
Invocation of a jehad, or holy war. 
Since I lien the danger has In no wise 
diminished, although the public ts en¬ 
tirely unaware of it. . 

Neither in Parliament nor In the 
press hud the matter received the least 
serious attention until now. Conse¬ 
quently no small sensution will be 
created in the country by u grave de¬ 
claration Sir Edward Grey, Secretary 
foreign Affuirs, launched with dramatic 
suddenness in the House of Commons 
on Thursday night. When it is borne 
in mind Sir Edward Grey is one of the 
strongest and least emotional men in 
the Cabinet, and that he is wholly in¬ 
disposed to sensational utterunces, the 
signillcunce of his speech will be more 
fully realized. 

The Foreign Minister, in a solemn 
tone, said 

“All this year fanatical feeling in 
Egypt hus been on the increase. It has 
not been confined to Egypt, but hus 
spread ulong the north of Africa. It 
was for this reason that a little time ago 
the garrison hud to be increased. The 
attuck on British ofllcers, which hap¬ 
pened recently, is something which 
would not huve occurred a little time 
ago, and would not huve occurred to-day 
but for the funatical feeling which has 
spreud in Egypt this year. 

“Since the uttuck took place, even 
before the trial of those condemned, one 
or two dlsugreeuble und significant at* 
tacks had been uiude on British sub¬ 
jects, at all events on Europeans, by 
natives. We may be on ttie eve of fur¬ 
ther measures necessary to protect 
Europeans in Egyit. und for the House 
of Commons to q'uityUon the decision of 


the tribunal In Egypt, con.posed of the 
highest English and Egyptian Judges, is 
bound to have the effect of weakening 
the authority of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment. 

MAY LEAD TO EXTREME MEASURES. 

“As things are now, I say, deliberate¬ 
ly. and with a full sense of responsi¬ 
bility, that if the House does anything 
at this moment to weaken or destroy 
the authority of tlie’ Government as it 
exists in Egypt you will be fuce to face 
with a very serious situation, because 
if the fanuticul fueling in Egypt gets the 
better of the constituted authority of the 
Egyptian Government, you will be face 
to face with the necessity for extreme 
measures. 

“1 know the House is not going to al¬ 
low Lord Cromer’s work to*be swept 
away bv a rush of fanatical feeling. I 
know the House is determined not to 
ullow the work done in Egypt to be un¬ 
done, but if we say anything in debate 
now to weaken the authority of the 
Egyptian Government they may find 
themselves at any moment forced to 
take measures, unconstitutional mea¬ 
sures, which we are bound to lake in 
an emergency, and which no one would 
regret more than the present Govern¬ 
ment and the present House of Com¬ 
mons, though they might be compelled 
to do so.” 

No pronouncement uttered this ses¬ 
sion. or long previously, has so deeply 
and painfully impressed the House. 

BRITISH SOLDIERS ROBBED. 

A despatch from Alexandria, Egypt, 
says: A British soldier has been at¬ 
tacked. robbed and permanently maim¬ 
ed bv natives in a suburban street.

FOUR MEN KILLED. 

Accident on TamUkqming Line Near 
New LUkeerd. 

A New Liskeard, Ont., despatch says: 
Four men were killed and several In- 
juityl on Friday night as the result cl 
the breaking of a coupling on a train 
on a heavy grade about 35 mites north 
of this' place. The dead are: L. C. 
Porter, prospector, Yarmouth, N. S„ 
L. Mills, prospector, probably Detroit; 
P. Gordon, cook, Carleton Place; G. 
Steams, Grand Trunk PaciOc agent, New 
Liskeard. 

The accident occurred at a point 
known as Swanson’s Cut, where there 
Is a grade so heavy that an auxiliary 
engine is kept on hand to push the 
trains over the rise. A heavy train, 
under Engineer O'Connor, made a dash 
ut the grade, and the auxiliary, in 
charge of Engineer Brown, followed, to 
lend assistance. When the train had 
climbed a considerable distance, Brown 
noticed that the two rear coaches had 
broken away, and were rushing down 
upon him. He brought hts engine to a 
standstill, but had not time to back 
away before they smashed into his cow- 
catcher. The first of the passenger 
coaches slopped dead. 

Meanwhile the engineer of (he train, 
finding that hts cars nad broken away, 
steamed after them down the grade, 
and smashed Into the baggage car with 
the full Impact of the heavy train-load 
of lumber and general freight. The 
passenger car was thrown on Its side, 
telescoping as It turned Into the bag¬ 
gage car. Porter. Mills, and Gordon 
were standing on the platform between 
ttie two cars, and were Instantly killed. 
-Stearns, unable to reach tne bel)-ro|>e 
on account of the block of panic-stricken 
passengers, rushed for the forward door 
hut was thrown to the floor and pin¬ 
ioned by a mass of debris. His leg was 
broken in two places, and he was other¬ 
wise injured. He was taken to his home 
In New Liskeard, but died on Saturday 
afternoon. None of the other passen¬ 
gers were seriously Injured, although 
several were bruised and cut by flying 
glass.

SHOT WIFE DEAD THEN IHMSELF. 

Terrible Deed Committed by Victoria 

County Farmer. 

A despatch from Lindsay says: A 
horrible tragedy occurred on Wednes¬ 
day morning a few miles from the Vil¬ 
lage of Kirkfleld. A well-known farmer, 
Duncan McArthur, uged about 35 years, 
and his wife, sdtne years younger, were 
found outside their home, the indica¬ 
tions being that McArthur had first 
killed the woman and then committed 
suicide.

Prevu.sE Provincial Minister of Coloniz¬ 
ation, Mines und Fisheries, bus lefl for 
Hit- newly-discovered gold holds of tue 
Lake TemisUuming district lo investi¬ 
gate the rich mine discoveries and re¬ 
port lu the Government on ins return. 
Mr. J. A. LuRochelle, niunuger of the 
Teimskuming Navigation G-o., writing 
on the subject of the new discoveries, 
says they are luculed two miles east of 
I he Hudson's Buy Company's post at 
the north end of Euke Opusticu, und the 
samples of gold shown by the prospec¬ 
tors are exceedingly rich. “The route 
by which the point of discovery cun be 
reached includes a chain of naviguble 
waters from the south end of Quinzej 
Euke lo the north end of Euke Opasli¬ 
ce. There is a land portage from Ville 
Marie to the south of Quin/e Luke, und 
the wilier route is naviguble the whole 
way. except ut one place, where there 
are rapids about on ucre long."

II 
has simply been rediscovered, for near 
Yille Marie is pointed out the uld Wright 
silver mine, over n hundred and sixty 
years old. ami «*liown on u map of Cun- 
adu made in 1744. It is u great high- 
wav for traders and contains millions 
of feet of limbec, and down the lake can 
be seen old Hudson’s Buy posts, forts, 
etc., and missions established by the 
Oblal Fathers in quaint old French 
towns with their lurge churches and 
small nouses scattered here and there.

CARS CRASH INTO TRAIN SHED. 

Panic Among Passengers in Depot at 
the Falls. 

A Niagara Falls, N,Y.. despatch says . 
One of the most remarkable freight 
wrecks ever known in this city occur¬ 
red at 2.30 o'clock on Friday afternoon, 
when eight cars at the rear of a long 
train jumped the truck east of the 
N.Y.C. Falls 161 reel Station. The de¬ 
railed cars wrt’e milled ulong until right 
In the station, and there they turned in 
all directions. Some of them run along 
under the 'train-shed, tearing out tjje 
posts, so thut the roof of half the shed 
plunged to the platform, portions being 
left supported by the.curs. Three cars 
left turned to the south and went out 
in the depot yard, while u car toppled 
over against u Rome. Watertown and 
Ogdensburg train ready to start. There 
was u large number of people on the 
plutform. but they suw the, wobbling 
cars in time to get out of the truin-shed 
before it fell. Women were crushed in 
the rush, but not seriously hurt. Had 
it occurred at the same hour of the 
Fourth hundreds would have been 
killed. Responsibility for the acci¬ 
dent is pluced on a broken llange cf 
one of the wheels of u freight car. All 
tracks were blocked, but by night 
truins were able to pass. 


DECOMPOSED BODY IN RESERVOIR. 

Residents ol an English Town are In a 
Quandary. 

A despatch from London says: The 
townsfolk of Bradford are riven by a 
discussion whether to risk drinking their 
respective shares of tne decomposed 
body of u man found hi the reservoir or 
tr empty the reservoir, ut a loss of 
413,721 to the ratepayers. The engineer 
of the waterworks declares it is sufe to 
drink the water because the reservoir 
contains 1,240,000,000 pounds of water, 
while the weight of the corpse was 
about 140 pounds. The contamination, 
therefore is so minute os to be negli¬ 
gible. 

The hygienist view favors emptying 
the reservoir, pocketing the loss, as 
there is eertuinly tne risk of ptomaines, 
which, unlike bacteria, cannot be ex¬ 
tracted from the water by fllterolion or 
any other means. Moreover, the idea 
thut the products of decomposition are 
diffused over the whole of the reservoir 
is a* mistaken one. The water around 
the body would be highly contaminated, 
while the remainder might Ik* almost 
free from contamination. Meanwhile tne 
water is being used.

The lorce then marched to Gebel lllrl, 
where Ihe inhabitants had sheltered Ihe 
Talodl Arabs. On the 15th a general 
attack was delivered on tbelr position, 
and lighting lasted,till sunsel, resulting 
in the capture of the village. The force, 
which sustained no casualties, I* now 
returning to El Obeid. 

The British officers reported that Ine 
manner In which the punitive force at¬ 
tained Its object, despite great difficul¬ 
ties. deserve Ihe highest comrnendallon. 
It is believed that Ihe outbreak at Ta- 
lodl was due In Ihe resentment df Ihe 
tribesmen of a Government post In their 
midst. 
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LAST YEAR'S WHEAT CHOP. 

Over Stxty-two Million Bushels Were 
Inspected. 

A Winnipeg despatch says : Wheat 
inspected during the period from Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1905, up to and Including June 
30 last, the first len months ol Ihe pre¬

C. P, R. EXTENSIONS. 

Nine Hundred Miles Are Now Under 
Construction. 

A Montreal despatch says: Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy, President of the 
C.P.R., said on Wednesday that, al¬ 
though his company had 900 miles < f 
new roadway now under construction, 
they were not making much noise about 
it. He hoped that all of ttiese additions 
would be railed by the end of this 
year. By the time this year’s crop 
would be ready to move the double 
track between Winnipeg and Fori Wil¬ 
liam would be laid to the extent of 150 
miles, which would greatly facilitate 
rapid transportation. Sir Thomas would 
not confirm the rumor that the C.P.R.

PROVES HIMSELF A TRUE HERO. 

Rojestvensky Pleads Guilty to Save Staff 
and Officers. 

A despatch from Cronstadt says : In 
a manly effort to save the surviving 
members of his stuff and the other 
officers, whem he believed surrendered 
the gunboat Bedovi on account of their 
affection for their wounded commander 
and their desire to save his life, Admir¬ 
al Rojestvensky on Wednesday pleaded 
guilty before a court-martial. In a 
short speech to the court, the admiral 
declared that he took all the blume on 
his own shoulders, and asked that he 
alone be punished to the fullest extent 
of the law, virtually an uppeal for con¬ 
demnation und death, which is the pen¬ 
alty for hauling down the St. Andrew’s 
Cross to a hostile vessel. All the other 
defendants pleaded not guilty. 


WAR TO THE DEATH. 

Awful Atrocities Perpetrated by Zulus 
on Prisoners. 

A London despatch says: Col. Mc¬ 
Kenzie’s troops, which are operating in 
Natal against the rebellious Zulus, dis¬ 
covered the remains of a recently but¬ 
chered white man, whose body had been 
hacked horribly. A bicycle that had be¬ 
longed to him was found in Chief 
Mesini’s kraul. Natives suid that the 
man was killed in front of the Zulu 
army by Mesini's orders. The rebels, 
one by one, wetted their usseguis in his 
blood and dipped their fingers in and 
smeared their lips with it. The story 
has infuriated ttie troops. Deep roars 
of “No surrender, sir!’’ greeted Col. 
McKenzie as he rode past the deud body. 
Newspaper correspondents who huve 
returned to Durban from ttie front de¬ 
clare Dial the loyal native levies are 
treating rebels who surrender with 
great barbarity. Muny prisoners huve 
been wounded and some huve been 
killed.

The time for presentation of petition!

of bills from four to eight weeks. Ttu 
fe* of $200 is retained, but additional 
charges are made for non-presentutioi 
within the time limit, or for luspensiol 
of the rules. Additional charges arc 
also made proportionate to the capital 
stock, or for the increase of the bor¬ 
rowing power of the companies.

DEPARTMENT OF STATE REPORT. 

The report of the Secretary of State 
for Canada for tne yeur euding Dec. 31 
last shows considerable increase in the 
work of the department. Especially is 
this manifest in the greatly increased 
number of companies seeking Incorpor¬ 
ation. In 1904 206 incorporations were 
grunted, while last year the numbei 
was 293. The total authorized capitul ol 
these new companies was 899,910,£K>0 
and the capital of existing compani-*i 
increased by the sum of $9,685,000. or n 
total of $109,595,900. as compared wit’.i 
$84,000,000 in the previous year. 

In accordance with the provisions ol 
the Naturalization Act returns are naclt 
tc the State Department half-yearly by 
nearly 400 officers of various courts ol 
law throughout the Dominion, giving 
particulars of nauralization effected in 
the district in which the court is rltJ 
ated. 

According to the returns received, the 
total number of naturalizations in ttu 
12 months was over 10.000.

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BURIALS IN CUBA. 


Cnatoma That Remind One of the 
Paraees of Uombar. 

Burial customs lu Cuba arc almost 
as strangeth« Parsec customs and 
their towers of silence In Bombay. It 
seems that the reopening of graves In 
Cuba is the result of u long established 
custom of burying us many bodies ns 
possible in a single grave. The ceme¬ 
tery routine is like this: 

' First some one, usuully thp head of 
a family, buys a plot, lie at 9 nee sets 
to work digging bis own grave and 
graves for ull the members of bis fam¬ 
ily. He digs several graves six feet 
long for udults nnd one grave four feet 
long to provide for the possible death 
of a child. When the entire urea of the 
plot is thus in open graves the digger 
turns mason and plasterer. • lie ce¬ 
ments each gruve, bottom uml sides. 
Then he tills in the cemented graves 
with soil and goes home with the satis¬ 
factory thought that he may look upon 
his own grave during Ills lifetime nnd 
that it is ready for him at any time he 
is ready for It. 

But the weirdest part of this custom 
Is yet to be told. In the middle of ih- 
plot a square grave is dug. a hole 
about six feet ouch way. This square 
hole is computed like the graves and 
tilled in with soil. It should be explain¬ 
ed here that the bodies in tin* graves 
are covered with quicklime. When the 
flesh has disappeared and only llio 
bones are left the bones are taken out 
of the grave mul thrown into the 
square hole In the center of the plot. 
Thus the graves are used over and 
over again until the square holo in tbo 
center is tilled with the bones of tbo 
members of Ibis or that family. Then 
the holo is sealed over, and that par¬ 
ticular family plot is abandoned and a 
new one purchased.—Loudon Tit-Bits.

“The parlor is 
merged Into the llviug room, The good 
old fashioned parlor, which was held 
In so much reverence In the old days, 
has no place In modern architecture. 

“The demand Is for a large living 
room In u small house, together with u 
dining room and kitchen. In a larger 
house there is usually a large living 
room, library, ‘den,’ dining room and 
kitchen. 

“1 lmd a client yesterday who desired 
to have a reception room or parlor not 
connected with the living room. lie 
decided later to have a sort of recep¬ 
tion room in connection with the hall¬ 
way.

FISHING FOR BIRDS.

Catchfig Gall® and Albntroas With 
Rod and Liao. 

Curious though it may seem, it Is a 
fact that birds are caught with rod and 
line In many parts of the world. The 
pastime Is declared to be almost os fas¬ 
cinating as fishing. Gulls in Newfound¬ 
land are caught in this way in large 
quantities. In New England fishing for 
gulls and petrels Is an important in¬ 
dustry. 

The method of bird fishing Is practi¬ 
cally the same as that of ordinary 
fishing. Two men go out in a dory and 
throw pieces of cod liver on the water. 
Wlieu largo quantities of birds have 
been attracted to tho spot wore cod 
liver Is thrown out on a hook. This the 
birds greedily swallow und thus fall 
easy victims. 

Albatross are fished for In the same 
way off the Cape of Good Hope. A 
piece of poi;k Is attached to u long lino 
and thrown overboard. Tho bird will 
eye It for a long time, gradually aud 
cautiously making toward It. Suddenly 
he will seize it aud hold It in his beak. 
When ho discovers that I10 is caught! he 
will sit on the water and vigorously 
flap his wings. However, ho will* be 
drawn into tho boat aud made a cap¬ 
tive. 

Albatross fishing is good sport, since 
the bird requires careful handling. So 
long as I10 pulls against the lino It is 
easy enough. Tho moment, however, 
he swims forward tho hook will drop 
from his beak unless It is skillfully ma¬ 
nipulated, nut! the bird will find him¬ 
self free. 


KIDNEY TROUBLES 


A CURIOSITY IN BOOKS. 


The Famous Chained Library of 
Wliubonrnr, Ireland. 

Wlmbourne, Ireland, Is noted for 
many things, but Its famous chained 
library Is perhaps the most notable of 
its curiosities. The library possesses 
unique Interest as being one of the 
earliest attempts to disseminate knowl¬ 
edge among the people. The collection 
was made accessible to tho people In 
10$U and numbers some £UU volumes. 
The scarcity of books uiul the value of 
the collection are both Indicated in the 
cure taken for their preservation, and 
especially against loss of such treas¬ 
ures by theft. Ry means of chuins 
and rods the books were securely fas¬ 
tened to tlio shelves, and these chains, 
it c is rather surprising to learn, were 
not removed' until 1 N." 7 , when the li¬ 
brary fittings were repaired. Among 
the interesting works of the collection 
is a copy of the first edition of Sir 
Walter Raleigh’s “History of tho 
World,” 1014 . It has suffered from fire, 
and tradition says that Matthew Prior 
was responsible for its condition, tlie 
story being that be fell usieep when 
reading it once upon a time, and the 
pages were burned by his caudle. It 
has been neatly repaired, aud its mis¬ 
hap now adds to its interest. The old¬ 
est volume In the library Is a fine old 
copy in vellum of “Reginmn Auinua- 
rum.” It is in manuscript uud bears 
the dulo J 043 .

It is true that there were long weary 
years during which our progress was 
elow and uncertain, aud our future 
clouded with gloom and apprehension. 
Between Upper and Lower Canada 
there was no strong community of 
interest and between those provinces 
and the West there was suspicion and 
distrust. A common feeling in On¬ 
tario was that here people were 
subjected to inordinate taxation for 
the penetit of the Eastern Province?, 
and as common a feeling in the East 
was that the colonization of the West 
was the reckless experiment of design* 
ing politicians which must entail 
enormous burdens upon the conhtry, 
and possibly end in national disaster. 
But all this lias changed, in the East 
as in the Old Provinces of United 
Canada, there lias been a marked 
increase of materiu! prosperity, while 
in the West, pioneers Irorn every 
corner of the earth are laying the 
foundations of tho country’s outposts. 
With the increase ol material pros¬ 
perity, the growth of industries and 
reform in agricultural methods in 
sympathy with changing conditions 
and old world mat kets, there has come 
also this striking uccesa of national 
Helf-confideiico and this increasing 
unity of sympathy and interest be¬ 
tween the various members of the Con* 
federation. As the years pass and 
settlement and cultivation extend, al 
fear of a general crop failuio in the 
West disappears, thu East grows mpre 
conscious of its national ami industrial 
value, aud sympathy for the new com¬ 
munities widens und deepens in the 
older provinces. in response, the 
West feels the throb of a common 
Patriotism, and accepts cheerfully the 
industrial conditions mcesr-aiy to tin 
unification of industrial and political 
interests through out the Confedet- 
at ion. 

It stems Laid to explain theextraor- 
dinary expansion of the last half a 
ceutuiy, From year to year it ha* 
seemed that the iucieaso in national 
revenue, in customs returns, in Lank 
circulation could not be maintained, 
and possibly in many minds there was 
a curious notion that some mysterious 
providential influence was at work 
»vhich could not be measured by mere 
human calculation. Bat the expan¬ 
sions proceeds. Population still pours 
into the West. The growth of trade 
for the past few months passes all 
precedent. All this means that at last 
Canada lias been discovered, that tho 
world has learned that wo have 
resources of mine, and field und forest 
equal to the most alluring dreams that 
we have ever cherished, and that the 
place which the United .States held for 
a century in tho imagination of the 
world has been taken by Canada. We 
shall have just such a Western move¬ 
ment of our people and just such a 
steady influx of population from the 
old World as tho United States had 
for generations, and with similar 
results. We shall have great mining 
centres, prosperous industrial com¬ 
munities, a rich prairie population, 
great Canadian nuichantile fleets 
going out from Atlantic porta to

At the opening of thu nineteenth 
century the population of Canada was 
small, and its resources only slightly 
developed. The population did not 
reach a million until about 1840, though 
since then a very large number of 
immigrants have come to Canada, and 
the population has grown with con¬ 
siderable rapidity.

essentials of human freedom. 

These are the only enduring fruits 
of civilization anil the tavnig salt of 
free institutions. It is our privilege 
to rear a Canadian citizen, removed 
from the inherited prejudices of the 
Old World, and unspoiled by its 
social distinctions, sane, simple, serious 
and modest, hating noise and swagger 
and cant anil pretension, which 
flourish so rankly on this new 
continent. It may be that we have, 
achieved nothing in art and literature, 
but if we develops national character, 
it will find expression, and if we 
roverenco the past and cherish its 
traditions, a creative and preservative 
literature will arise.

DOMINION DAY. 

Occupying the northern section of 
North America lies Great Britain's 
largest colony, the vast Dominion of 
Canada, which covers an immense 
area of the earth’s surface, surpassing 
that of the United States, and nearly 
equal to the whole of Europe. 

Canada was first settled by the 
French in the seventeenth century, 
and came under British control in 
1763. Like the other colonies of Great 
Britain, Canada possesses a large 
alien population, principally of French 
origin. The revolution of 1775 in the 
colonies to the south failed to gain 
adherents in Canada, wbiph remained 
loyal to Great Britain, and to-day the 
Canadians as a whole are among the 
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Upper and Lower Canada, a political 
separation which by no moans gave 
satisfaction, but led to severe political 
conflicts. As a result the Act ol 
Union took place, the province* being 
reunited iu 1840. 

Tno population row began to grow 
more rapidly, and the people wire 
spreading out northward and west¬ 
ward, settling new lands, and stretch¬ 
ing far towards the Pacific border. 
The industries of Canada, which had 
been greatly depressed by the adoption 
of free trade in Great Britain, were 
jovived by a treaty of reciprocity in 
trade with the United States, and the 
country was very prosperous. 

But political troubles were by no 
means nt an end, and much irritation 
arose from acts of citizens of the 
United States during the Civil War. 
Fenian raids were attempted from tbo 
United States, and there was much 
alarm, though nothing of importance 
arose from the disturbed condition of 
affairs. 

The governments of the different 
provinces began to discuss the quoH- 
ion of local federation. There were 
various motives that commended the 
plan of union to the leading men of 
the provinces. Hon. J. W. Johnston, 
of Nova Scotia, endorsed the policy 
because he believed it would “ per¬ 
petuate for all time to come the 
character, name, and honor of the 
country, of which we are all proud to 
form a part.” Hon. Alexander Morris 
accepted the Confederation policy in 
order to bring about a fusion of races, 
a union with the fur west, and a 
future railway to the Pacific, while 
among the extreme protestauts the 
union was seized upon as a means of 
overpowering the French Canadian 
(Iloman Catholic) influence. 

It was finally dtcided to unite all 
British North America into one j 
general union. This was done in 1867, j 
the British parliament passed the 
British North American Act which 
created the “ Dominion of Canada.” 
The new confederation included Out- 
tario or Upper Canada, Quebec or 
Lower Canada, New Brunswick, and 
Nova Scotia. Four years later Mani¬ 
toba and British Columbia were 
included, and Piiuce Edward Island iu 
1874. Last yeAr Alberta aud Saskatch¬ 
ewan were included, also by the 
British North Americau Act the 
Dominion Government was to have 
control of all matters pertaining to the 
whole country, and each province was 
to have a local government having 
control of all purely local affairs. 

Of the fathers of Confederation who 
drew up forty-two years ago the terms 
upon which the Canadian and the 
Maritine Provincoo united, Sir Charles i 
Tupper and Senator A. A. Macdonald, 
of Prince Edward Island, alone remain. 
Two of the members of this noteworthy 
group died during the last year, Hon.

A TRIP TO THE PAMPAS. 

They ore especially designed for this 
country und could be used in no other. 
One ot them would be far too wide to 
pass through un English lane, fur loo 
long to turn an ordinary cross-roads 
corner In the States and tar too heavy 
li be used In any country where horses 
were not at bedrock prices. A good 
sized wagon will be trorn 10 to 50 feet 
long and from 12 to 15 feet wide. Its 
hind wheels will be Irom 12 to tl feet 
high and hie driver's seat 20 feet or more 
from the ground. 

The horses used appear Innumerable, 
and actually at times run above two and 
three score. They are driven either by 
the "jerk line" system or by reins run 
out lo the leading pair. The capacity 
ot one ot tnese vehicles Is enormous, 
and the general rule of “a wagonload 
makes a carload" will not often be found 
amiss. The principal Idea of so large a 
wagon Is to have something that will 
not be engulfed by the mud or dust of 
the bottomless roads of the pampas, but 
It also has Its economic advantages In n 
country where men are scarce and hors, 
e; plentiful. 

The gaucho of the pampas is the 
counterpart of our cowboy of the plains, 
arid the boundary rider of the. Austral¬ 
ian “bark blocks." and he Is In many 
ways quite as active a enaracter as el 
the'r of Ills brothers. His worst fault 
seems to be his extreme carelessness In 
regard to the lives of those around him. 
but os he is equally careless of hfs own 
I esnnot see where thin can logically tie 
held against him. 

AS A HANDLER OF STOCK 

he is possibly the peer ol a Queensland 
drover, but is certainly not to be men¬ 
tioned in the same breuth with a Texas, 
Arizona or Montana cow-boy, nor with 
tne best of Mexican vaqueros. 

I had arrived at this conclusion in 
my own mind from the first lime I had 
seen what were said to be expert guu- 
chos working out at a roundup, hence 
I was the more pleased when, not long 
ago, a bunch of half a dozen Texas cow-

II. Buenos Ayres found Ihe dose a hard 
one lo swallow, bul the host of ttrerr 
finally got it down and admilted that 
their men were outclassed al their own 
game. Tile English papers stood up 
manfully for Ihe worthy Texnn visitors 
—race pride, no doubt—bul Ihe Argen 
tinfons were obdurate lo toe Iasi con- 
tinning doggedly to Insist that Ihe na- 
lives had ull the best ot Ihe competitions.

Staffed Eggplant.—Cut the eggplant 
In two; scrape out all the inside end 
put it In a saucepan with a little minced 
ham; cover with water and boll with 
salt; drain ufl the water; add two 
tableapoonlula ot grated crumbs, table- 
spoonful ol butter, half a minced onion, 
•alt and pepper; stuff each ball of the 
hull with the mixture; add a small 
lump ot butter to each and bake fifteen 
minutes. 

Wined Sweet Potatoes.—Boll tire pota¬ 
toes and set them lo cool. When sold, 
peel snd slice them. In a well buttered 
baking dish spread a layer of the pota¬ 
toes, sprinkle with butter, sugar, and a 
little salt. Then another layer of pota¬ 
toes.' butter, and the other ingredients, 
and so continue Ihe layers unlit the dish 
is full, having laid on lop a plentiful 
supply ot butter. Put a little warm wa¬ 
ter In the dish to prevent dryneaa, In¬ 
vert over the baking dish another dish 
that will hold In the steam and set lo 
bake In a moderate oven. Alter the 
potatoes are thoroughly heated take oft 
tire covering dish, lei steam brown a 
trifle, and lust before taking from Ihe 
oven pour over them a little wine ot a 
flavor agreeing with the potatoes 
German Potato Cakes—This well- 
known German dish Iras been made 
part of the cookery ot our country, in¬ 
troduced by many ol our German 
tamllies. In making It grate the pota¬ 
toes raw. add butter to enrich It, eggs 
and flour lo hold the grated potato lo- 
gether. a little salt, and season with 
sugar and cinnamon to taste. The cakes 
ore tried in butter on a griddle or in a 
flat saucepan till brown. 

Glazed Onions.—Peel twelve medium- 
sized while onions and soak them for 
one hour In cold water, changing Ihe 
water twice while they are soaking. 
Drain them on a sieve. Put two ounces 
ot butter in a saucepan, add one tea¬ 
spoonful of sugar and half a cup of 
beef broth or slock. Arrange the onions 
In Ihe pan so they do not touch. Cook 
over a slow lire until they become ten¬ 
der and the outside Is brown. Hemove 
the cover from the saucepan, pul a 
little beef extr act on top of each onion. 
Then pluce the pan in the oven for- five 
minutes. When the extract melts and 
nice glaze forms on the top of the 
onions they are ready to serve as a gar¬ 
nish or vegetable. If served as a vege¬ 
table lire sauce they were cooked in 
may be poured over- them 
Spanish Tomatoes.—One can of toma¬ 
toes. one can of Spanish peppers, two 
medium-sized onions, two tablespoons 
of butler. Chop Ihe onions fine and fry 
In buller until a light brown. Then to 
Ihe Spanish peppers, chopped line,-add 
lire tomatoes. Mix all thoroughly and 
cook over a medium lire five minutes, 
adding sail and white peper lo taste. 
Pour in baking dish and bake In me¬ 
dium oven Ihree-quurlers of an hour. 

English MulTliis.— Dissolve one yeast 
cake Ur one pint of warm water: add 
one teaspoon salt. Add enough siflcd 
bread flour to make a thick drop bat¬ 
ter. Stir one tablespoon melted buller, 
and beat hurd; set in a warm place und 
beat light; then, having the griddle 
moderately hoi. luy on it rings well 
greused and drop In enough baiter lo 
hall till tlnorii. Do not turn until almost 
cooked through, then slip off the rings 
and brown on the other side. 

Danish SI raw berry Preserves. — In 
Denmark strawberries ere preserved in 
a verv simple und easy way, which 
makes them equal lo lire German 
berries, and Urey are warranted to 
keep tor years. Get linn, large berries 
and stem, but do not wash them, 
We.ghI three-quarters ol a pound of 
sugar lo every pound of fruit and ar¬ 
range them in a deep porcelain keltic, 
sprinkling the sugar lightly between 
layers ol Ihe fruit.

A fallacy which has not yet been over¬ 
taken ts to Ihe effect that our world, in 
consequence of some general but bane¬ 
ful Influence, has of late been trembling 
and quaking more frequently tliun has 
been her wont. Evidence to this effect 
is not forthcoming. If we turn to facts 
we find that from 1809 to 1905, Inclusive, 
the yearly number of world disturbing 
earthquakes bus been 91, 56, 43, 64, 58, 
21) and 55. In the year 1905 we had, 
therefore, one lurge earthquake less 
Ilian Ihe yearly average, which is 56. 
Since the end of 1905 the lurge earth¬ 
quakes have been seven or eight. 

In July of lust year, the California 
curlhquuke whs entirely eclipsed ns a 
world shaker by two disturbance* which 
originated in Central Asia. Wandering 
tribes do not write in the papers, so 
these, so far us the public ure eon- 
ccnied. had no existence. On Sept. 8 
Culabria was well shaken, but whether 
this pluyed any part in freeing Vesu¬ 
vius is a matter for historical inquiry. 
The Columbian earthquake shook one, 
if not three, volcanoes Into activity. In 
March, 1.087 people lost their lives in 
Formosa; but Formosans are not Euro¬ 
peans, therefore, but little nolice was 
taken of the event. Earthquakes and 
eruptions huve not been more numerous 
than usual, but their effects have been 
brought to our dooi'fe

Cover, and let this 
aland all night, or, if the weather •« 
very hot and dump, prepare them early 
in the morning, and let them stand six 
hours. Heat slowly 7 1o Ihe boiling-point, 
skimming very thoroughly, and simmer 
fifteen minutes. lake the kettle from 
Hie fire ut exactly Hits moment and 
cover with a thin cloth and stand it 
away all night without moving. In the 
morning heat again, very slowly, und 
skim : let it simmer ten minute* and 
lake from the fire. Strain off the Juice 
from the berries without breaking them, 
and boil the Juice to the thickness you 
wish ; five minutes is the best time to 
stop, since after this it loses flavor: but 
if you wish a very stiff preserve you 
can boil it fifteen. Add Hie fruit when 
you take the kettle from the lire and 
put into hot glass jura with new rub¬ 
bers and glass tops. The cuns must be 
sterilized by being baked half un hour, 
und Ihe rubbers should be put in very 
hot water for ten minute*.

SERVING DfSHES IN SUMMER. 

One of Ihe best hoi weather remlndera 
to housekeepers Is the! food bilended 
to be served hot should really be hot 
and should be served on warm plates 
in summer, as well us In winter. Even 
on a warm day meat juicas, such as the 
gravy of mutton chops, etc., lend to 
stiffen 11 served on a plate that is not 
sulllcienlly warm. The flavor of soup 
Is preserved better when served In quile 
hot plutes, and the breakfast toast 's 
much more tempting on a plate that 
keeps It warm than one on which it 
quickly cools and toughens. The plates 
In summer may be warmed by lighting 
one gas burner and turning it low under 
the oven, or by letgng hot water rqn 
over them and polishing them reudy 
to be sent to the table. On the other 
hand, the salads, and cold desserts, 
needing chilled plalcs, can be accom¬ 
modated by placing Ihe dishes on a 
shell In Ihe refrigerator for some lime, 
taking (hem out a few minule.s before 
they are needed that they may lose Ihe 
cold, clamminess that Ihe delicate sense 
of touch llnds on china fresh Irom Ihe 
Ice-box. It must be remembered lhal 
fine china Is Injured hv sudden chunges, 
snd should not be subjected to either 
rapid healing or rapid chilling. 

One housekeeper, who Is very fond of 
(lowers on Ihe table al nil limes 
throughout the summer, uses them fre¬ 
quently as garnishes, with sometimes 
rather absurd effect. There are plenty 
of ways of beautifying Ihe table with 
dowers without utilizing them ns gnr- 
ntshes. Indeed, there are very few 
kinds of blossoms Ihnl do nol spern 
quite out of place In the hnmeillnle 
decoration ol edibles, A garnish should 
be something edible Itself, like hard- 
boiled egg, lemon, cress, parsley, can¬ 
dled fruits, with desserts, etc. The nas¬ 
turtium has ornamental leuve.s with a 
sharp, spicy flavor, and Is nol unsuit¬ 
able for garnishing meals nnd salads.-

A few" years ago the only poultry we 
hud un our furin consisted of about, 
soon! of small scrub hens, writes u cor¬ 
respondent. These hens would luy only 
when they look u notion und very otten 
tills notion was miller lulc In routing 
and did not lust long. So we decided 
tlmt some change must be made or else 
Wr should go out of the ben business, 
altogether. We read about some of the 
Improved breds und after a cureful study 
of our nerds, our choice fell on the 
While Wyandotte. Marly In the spring 
we sent away to two different breders 
for settings of eggs. Our idea in sending 
fot I wo sellings In this way was tiiui 
wr might malt* the pullets of one lot 
with tlic best cockerels in the oilier. The 
eggs arrived in good season, were hatch* 

«<1 <>ut under liens und the chickens 
were reared successfully. We sold tne 
•'vlm Cockerels to neighbors and real¬ 
ized more Hum enough from them lu 
repay us fur the cost of the eggs and the 
rearing of the whole hunch of chicks. 

We found that these pullets were much 
better layers than the scrubs, und also 
were nice market birds If we so wish¬ 
ed to dispose of them. We huve since 
purchased un incubutur und brooders, 
and found that it wus a good invest¬ 
ment. since we cun raise more birds 
fur the market and can get them reud.v 
quite early in the season when the prices 
arc high. 

A farmer ran. in this way, add many 
shining dollars to his Income and often 
the little boys und girls, or ludies, will 
louk after them, and the men will not 
need to lose time from the other work. 

We have statred u nice flock of Pekin 
and Cuyuga ducks, and have followed 
the plan of introducing new blood 
every year. They are easily raised und 
are ready for murkel ot from 10 to 12 
weeks of age. There ts a ready demand 
for oil of them that we can ruise and 
as the supply Is increased, the demand 
will also Increase.

As 
molten ruck readies the surface volumes 
of steum escape, because of tne dimin¬ 
ished pressure. The bursting gas bub¬ 
bles also dissipate the fluid rock into 
impalpable powder, which may be pro¬ 
jected to a great height, und becomes 
widely distributed by the wind. Vol¬ 
canoes of the explosive type dischurg" 
comparatively little luvu, and in some 
cases none ut ull. 

Hearing in mind thut the volcanic tuff 
is u superficial deposit of materials pro¬ 
duced by explosions, we cun form some 
k'eu of the conditions under which it 
wus accumulated. Ihe explosive erup¬ 
tions must have been long continued to 
furnish mutcriuls for a deposit of Hus 
thickness, but the period of quiescence 
which ensued after they ceased w'us pro- 
Labiy of much longer duration, for in 
the immediately succeeding luvera of 
strata no trace of volcunic action can 
lu* discovered. One of the peculiarities 
of volcunic agencies Is Its Hip Van Wink¬ 
le character. Vesuvius remained inac¬ 
tive ull through Homan history down to 
7.i A.D.. when the eruption Recurred by 
which Pompeii and Herculaneum were 
overthrown. But 700 or even 1,000 years 
would not go very far to account for 
forty feet uf sedimentary rock. 

The time of tranquility, however, come 
to an end ut lust; the volcunic forces 
once more awoke, but their character 
was altered, the explosive being ex¬ 
changed for the effusive type: insteod of 
showers of stones and ashes great 
streams of luvu were now sent up from 
the interior of the earth. One feature

of Hie sedimentary beds, which look as 
tiiuugh their ends haul been planed off 
to make u perfectly horizontal surface. 
'Ihe most probable explanation is that 
it formed part of the internal surface 
o' the volcanic vent, und thut the ends 
of the beds were sawn off by explosive 
blasts issuing from the mouth of the 
volcano.

Then the circular wood-saw. a source 
of much wealth to the* United Slates, 
Russia. Scandinavia, Germuny. arid 
other lands, was invented by u Mr. Mul¬ 
in’ in 1877: the grain-threshing ma¬ 
chine hy Andrew Meikle in J7«k; (fie 
wood-pluning machine hy Samuel Ben* 
thorn In 1702; Portland cement by Jos¬ 
eph Aspdin in 1 m 25; the steum-hummer 
by a Scotsman*—James Nasmyth—in 
1842. 

These few ideas have enriched the 
world by hundreds of millions. Hut 
there are many more. 

Stereotyping, that lias so cheapened 
literature, was tne invention of William 
Ged. a Scotsman, in 1731; a rotary 
three-color prinling press was Invented 
by Messrs. I Mutt and Keen in 1763; tne 
first idea of a rotary steam-power 
printing press was evolved by William 
Nicholson In 1790; the first fireproof sate 
was made by Richard Scott in 1801; 
th< steel pen was the invention of Wil¬ 
burn Wise In 1803; the miners’ safety- 
lamp was devised by Sir H. Davy in 
1615: water-gus, now so much used for 
rs cheapness, wus discovered by Mr* 
Ibbetson in 1823: the first portable steam 
fire engine wus constructed by Mr, 
Hiuithwuite In 1830. 

FOUNDED IN BRITAIN. 

Even those recent inventions, chiefly 
ty foreigners, which have startled the 
world, hud their forerunners in England 
long ago. Dr. Juhn Wull was tne first 
to produce the electric spark in 1708. The 
conversion of the* electric current Into 
mechanical motion was accomplished 
by Michael Faraday in 1821. The flrsb 
Incandescent electric lamp wus mud® 
by Grove in 1840. 

In 1801 a steam coach, forerunner of 
the automobile, was made by Richard 
Trevithick. The hobby-horse, which 
gave the Frenchman, Micnaux, his idea, 
for the bicycle, wus invented in 187? 
by nn Englishman. 

The first photographic experiment® 
were made by Wedgwood and Davy in 
1802. The percussion or detonating com¬ 
pound was discovered in 1807 hy A. J. 
Forsyth, a Scotsman. The calculating- 
machine. whlchmhe United States bus 
fo greatly devtfbped. wus invented by 
an Englishman* C. Babbage, in 1822, 
Chloroform w*a£*discovered bv a Scots¬ 
man. G. L. Gutherie. in 1831. und ap¬ 
plied as an nnresthetic by unotner* 
Scotsman. Dr. Simpson, in 18*7. 

OUR COLOSSAL GIFT. 

The steam-whistle-a small, but valu¬ 
able, invention—was George Stevenson’s 
idea, first used in 1883. And the rotary 
steam-turbine, that is going to revolu¬ 
tionize ocean travel, fs the resent : n* 
vention of an Irishman, the lion. C. A. 
Parsons. 

This is a list to be proud of. And 
when we are told that sve have become 
a great and weuithy Empire mainly 
through grab, and that we are a selfish 
nation that does no good to anybody but 
itself, we have only to point to It. ft 
is the men named abow who have not 
cnly mode Britain wealthy, but enriched 
the whole world prob&bK to the amount 
ot 85.000.000,000,000.

Not for many years has the building 
X a inun-of'WjM* excited such widespread 
nterest as ttiat of H. M. S. Dreadnought. 

In many respects ttUs ship has as* 
•uuied a sensational character—she is 
he largest vessel ever constructed for 
my wur Meet; she was tlie llrst to he 
loinmeuced after the recent great strug* 
5 le In tne Far East; her design, which 
inbodies many new features, has hilh* 
•rto been kept an official secret, and the 
voik of construction lias bean pressed 
orwurd with so much success that it is 
toped she will be in commission within 
ourteen months of the laying of tlie 
;eel plates. 

All these facts, says Cassler's Mags- 
lne, have contributed to arouse curio* 
■Ity, particularly as it is well known 
hat British navel attacnes were oc- 
orded special privileges by the Japan* 
ise, and were enabled to watch the 
>rogress of the war to greater advant* 
ige thun the representatives of other 
lowers. 

The essential feature of the Dread* 
lought which distinguishes her from all 
>utlT»'.shlp8 now In commission in the 
vorld's fleets is that she is of huge size 
md mounts only one type of gun for 
ist, in battle. 

The wur between Japan and Russia 
•oncluslvely showed that the, interinedl- 
itc armament carried by vessels flying 
Suropeun flags was not effective at 
nodern battle ranges. It has been cal¬ 
culated that the effective ranges for but* 
le have been raised from 5,000 yards 
o 7.000 or 8,000 yards. 

CAREFUL CALCULATIONS 
ihow that at such u distance the sidli¬ 
ng power of 7.5 inch and 6 inch guns, 
vhich huve been the favorite inlcrmedi* 
it<: weupons in the British Navy hither- 
,o, is comparatively useless. 

Prior to the war Greut Britain was 
nounting in each of the King Edwurd 
v'lI. class four 12 inchjind four 0.2 inch 
guns, but since the Hrttle of Tshuslii- 
na she is inclined to depend altogether 
jn tlie 12 inch gun. 

It is understood ttiut. originally the 
Dreudnoughl was to have carried twelve 
guns of the 12 inch type, but it was 
wentually decided to drop out two of 
hese weupons in order to mount, offer- 
lively ten pieces of this colossal striking 
power so that eight of them could fire 
dm the broadside, six ahead nnd four 
astern, without endangering either the 
stability of the ship or running undue 
risk owing to the blast. 

Th armament of tnc Dreadnought has 
encountered some criticism on account 
uf tlie slowness of fire of the 12 Inch gun 
In comparison with the rapidity wide!) 
ran be obtained bv the 7.5 inch and <’> 
Inch weapons. With the host gun crew 
the 12 inch gun or Ihe 0.2 Inch gun run 
fin* only about two rounds n minute, 
while the 7.5 Inch weapon can discharge 
bs many os three or four, und the 0 
Inch gun can discharge in Ihe same 
unit of time as many us eight projectiles. 

II has been urged thut though the 
smaller guns may not lie able to pierce 
the armor plates of buttleship or crui¬ 
ser ut modern runges. Ihe effect of a 
series of 100 pound shells falling on a 
ship is of great value in demoralizing 
n foe, driving the crew from exposed 
positi im: und bringing down ! >p ham¬ 
per nf one kind nnd anolhcr, thus fre¬ 
quently setting up local fires. 

On the oilier hand, it is urged that the 
rapidity of fire claimed for Ihe smaller 
guns is largely imaginary ol the range 
Which will obtain in future battles. Ow¬ 
ing to the limited supply of ammunition 
which can be carried in a modern man- 
of-war.

the bottom of the Dreadnought, with a 
view to minimizing the effect# of mine 
explosion#. Th# Russo-Japanese war 
cbowed that th# greatsst danger wa# 
from attack not directly at the bottom 
of th# ship, but at th# Bid##. 

The magazine and shell rooms have 
been placed as far as possible from the 
skin of the ship and have been provid¬ 
ed with armor protection, so that #i- 
though the Dreadnought might be seri¬ 
ously endangered by mine explosion 
under tlie very elaborate cellular bottom, 
the detonation of a torpedo or surface 
mine at her side would not have serious 
effects. 

The Dreadnought has been designed 
for Parsons turbines, calculated to pro¬ 
pel her at the 

RATE OF *1 KNOTS AN HOUR, 

two knots more than the speed of any 
existing British battleship. There are 
to be two high pressure and two low 
pressure turbines and four propellers. 

in settling the lines of the Dread¬ 
nought great care was exercised to ol> 
luin a hull which would be handy In 
evolutions. The stern of the Dread¬ 
nought is probably more cut away than 
that of any big ship hitherto launched, 
and naval olllcers who have seen the 
vessel in dock say that in spite of her 
great size—she displaces nearly 18,000 
tons—she will prove the handiest battle¬ 
ship in tlie British fleets. 

The simplification of armament has 
led to the reduction in the weight of 
spare purls and to the installation-of a 
more simple and effective method of 
fire control from a high platform on the 
ship's one mast. 

It has resulted also In a great reduc¬ 
tion of the personnel. The comple¬ 
ment of the Dreadnought will be far 
smaller Ilian that of any battleship now 
serving in the British fleets. 

Another gain has been the rearrange¬ 
ment of tlie quarters for the officers and 
men. The Admiral, Cnplain and com¬ 
missioned officers instead of being at 
tlie after ports of the ship, whereas their 
work is'mainly forward, will in future 
have their cabins and messrooms al¬ 
most. direetly under the forward and 
onlv bridge. 

Tlie Dreadnought has been fitted with 
windows as large us those of an ordin¬ 
ary house. She resembles American 
built shins in arrongments for the com¬ 
fort of the men of the lower deck. 

The best possible systems for heating 
nnd ventilating have bepn adopted. A 
commodious bakery has been installed 
so as to provide bread at all times In 
place of the hardtack which has hitherto 
been served out. in British ships. 

Tn cost the Dreadnought will be one 
of the cheapest battleships built for 
many years past. 

Besides her ten 12-inch guns she car¬ 
ries twenty 12-pounders of a new nnd 
powerful type for defpnce against tor¬ 
pedo craft. She is expected to attain 
a rate of over 21 knots, with a radius 
of action sufficient to carry, her twice 
across the Atlantic. 

In fighting strength she Is equivalent 
to any two battleships built for Ihe 
j British fleet prior to the construction of 
I trip King Edward VII., yet her total 
(cost, complete with guns, will be only 
.■€1.797.497. while Ihe ships of the King 
; Edward VII. class, carrying only four 
12-inch guns nnd Ihe same number of 
9.2 Inch guns, represent an outlay of 
just under a million and a half sterling.

RAPPHOACHMENT BETWEEN BRIT¬ 
AIN AND RUtfHIA. 


Germany's Attempt to Play OB 
Against the Muscovite 
Emptrs. 

Three prime topics will occupy Euro¬ 
pean Chancelleries this summer, wtiich, 
Id their development, seem calculated lo 
make history. The Pun-tslainic move¬ 
ment in Egypt, the i*approachment be¬ 
tween Greut Britain und Russia, and 
Germany's attempt to secure a British 
o? a Russian understanding by pluying 
oft one country ugulnel the other. 

Seemingly minor evenle huve been 
rapidly succedlng one another In Egypt, 
revealing* that tlie withdrawal ot the 
Turkish troops from Tubah and the con. 
sent of the Sultan to negotiate the Sin¬ 
ai boundary line were merely surfuce 
matters, and that their passing left un¬ 
distributed a genuine cause for alarm 
In Egypt. In the last few years Pan- 
Islamlsm has been surreptitiously sub¬ 
stituted for the nurrower und more ob¬

Although the terms of the Anglo-Rus- 
sian understanding are still incomplete, 
there is little doubt that statesmen In St. 
Petersburg as well as In London are 
agreed that the present Is the psychol 
gleal moment for a rapprochement mi 
grounds of expediency because it can¬ 
not be hoped that. If ildngs are allowed 
to slide, Ihe Interests of Great Britain 
and Russia In Persia will long remain 
the only Interests very seriously Involv¬ 
ed there.

TIIE JAPANESE AS GARDENERS. 


Many Vegetable Delicacies Cultivated 
by Them. 

Tlie Japanese excel us much in gar¬ 
dening us in warfare. This lias long 
been recognized in Europe, und, seeing 
how similar the climate of that country 
is to our own, it is u little remurkuble 
tliut some of the Japanese “specialties” 
in vegetables have not been introduced 
more freely over here, says the London 
Globe. For instance, they grow a kind 
of bcun known as “Munyo," each pod 
of which contains a dozen beans of dif¬ 
ferent colors. Among other ways of us¬ 
ing them is tliut of pounding up the 
beans und muktng of them u delicious 
preserve, known us “kokau.” the neces¬ 
sary consistency being obtained by the 
addition of u kind of gum produced*from 
seaweed. Another kind of ('limbing 
vegetable, the "kudzu," is used both for 
ih roots nnd its fibre, from the former 
a kind of flour being obtained, und 
from the latter a species of cloth which 
h absolutely waterproof. The bulbs of 
certain lilies are u favorite fruit In Jn- 
pun. After being carefully peeled nnd 
washed, they are blanched in boiling 
salt wuler and cooked either in butler 
or In a gravy sauce. The (lowers are 
treated as vegetables or used as a flav¬ 
oring for soup. A large while melon 
indigenous to Japan, when cut into slic¬ 
es fried In butter, nnd powdered with 
sugar, is esteemed a greul delicacy, 
tasting somewhat like pineapple. Other 
Japanese vegetable dellcneler which 
may be mentioned are the edible (low¬ 
ers of n kind of garlic much used for 
salads; the young shoots of bamboo, 
which are eaten as we eat asuurugus: 
und the “naikou.” which resembles our 
small red radishes. 
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A WHALE’S UNWELCOME GUEST. 


(’.old Figures Seem to Indicate That 
They Do Not Pay. 

Measured in days of labor loss, the 
anthracite coal strike of 1002 would pro¬ 
bably head the list of all strikes. About 
140,000 men were idle for approximately 
14o working days, or a total loss of 19*- 
000,000 days of labor. With the excep¬ 
tion of the great coal strike in England 
in 1803. the losses caused by Hie Euro¬ 
pean strikes are for ttie most part, much 
smaller than the losses in the great 
strikes in the United States. The losses 
enlailed on workmen and employers by 
the building strikes in New York city 
three years ago are placed nt over SCO. 
(#0.000. more than half of which repre¬ 
sents the loss in wages. In the United 
Slates dhe average number of days lost 
ns n result of strikes in each year from 
1881 to 1900 was 7,100,000. The average 
unnual loss in wages during these 
years wns 812.500.000. If to all these 
figures could be added the total num¬ 
ber of persons killed, maimed and de¬ 
serted in the course of these conflicts 
we would have a total that might well 
prompt the question, Does it pay?

The question must be settled soon, for 
t He termination of I he line ut a seaport 
will ncessitale the construction of works, 
custom houses, etc. A German post- 
office must also be established at the 
end of the line.” 

Another pointer Is to be found in the 
following paragraph in the same article: 
“Germany is now certainly entering an 
Asiatic sphere of interest, but in u pure¬ 
ly ecnonomic, not a political capacity. 
On the other hand, however, the line is 
of political and military Importance to 
Turkey, for which If will open up vast 
tracts, ond for which, in cose of war. 
it will facilitate Hie mobilization of ttie 
troops stationed In Asia Minor. In 
other words, tile construction of the Bag¬ 
dad Railway signifies the strengtnenlng 
of the Mohammedan world, with which 
Great Britain has principally to reckon. 

In the meantime communications are 
Ming exchanged betVveon the British 
Admiralty ond the French Ministry of 
Marine to see in how far the French 
Navy rnav. according to the Anglo- 
French entente. be represented in the 
approaching visit of the British Meet to 
Gronsfadt. Arid the German Baltic 
squadron of twenty-six battleships and 
cruisers, under command of Grand Ad¬ 
miral Von Koester. although uninvited 
fo lids fiiildress rehearsal of a drama. 
!• off Frederlckshnvn. Denmark, nnd will 
find itself “accidentally” in the vicinity 
of thp Anglo-Finnco-niiRsion demonstra¬ 
tion of good fellowship.

So that if we 
should say that at first people lived In 
their stoves we would sav that w'hich is 
literally true.

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CHEQUE RAISING DODGES 

SAFEST WAY IS TO DUPLICATE 
WITH RED INK. 


Written in Flowing Round 
Hand Are Very Eiuy to 
Change. 

Among the casual patrons ol the av¬ 
erage hank there la u superstition that 
In presenting a check ui u tellers win¬ 
dow the amount ol the check ahull he 
determined by the umounl spelled out 
In the hudy ol the check, without regurd 
to the llgures written at top or bottom 
o* the slip. 

Nothing could be lurlher Iroin the 
tacts us they are accepted at the bank 
window. As u mailer ol (uct, when u 
check made out In this erroneous wuy 
coinss to the teller's window he is most 
likely to reluse to pay either amount. 
There is no law, written or unwritten, 
lo justify the paying ol the amount 
spelled out In the body ol the check, re¬ 
gardless ol the group ol llgures on its 
luce. This figure group Is designed 
merely to check and Justify the written 
umount, but 11 there Is a discrepancy be¬ 
tween the two amounts there Is nothing 
tc Indlcute tnat it Is not the written 
amount that is wrong and the figure 
group that Is right. 

TO PROTECT DEPOSITOR. 

Under such circumstances the chief 
duty ol the teller is to protect the de¬ 
pt silor who hus drawn the check on his 
hank. Thb person who present* the 
check lor payment muilifestly hus been 
a party to the mtstuke in not having 
lead over the check curefully before re¬ 
ceiving it. 11 ttie puyee is unknown to 
tfic teller and the discrepancy is ut ell 
the drawer and have the error corrected. 

In many cases of discrepancy between 
the two amounts on the fuce of u check 
material, ttie teller turns the check back 
with the advice that ttie payee look up 
(he sum involved Is the fractional port 
of the dollar at ttie end of the chief fig¬ 
ures. This comes about througii ttie 
drawer's concern over the main figures 
in the check. He is likely to write the 
amount In letters on the centre line of 
the body ol the check, affixing the frac¬ 
tion part of the dollar in the form of 
100th parts of the unit. In writing ttie 
checking group in figures at the upper 
or lower corner ol the slip, his chief 
concern fs with the dollars and in his 
care he is likely to overlook the odd 
cents first entered on the face of the 
paper. Or if he attempts fo write the 
figures “74" cents in repetition, it Is 
likely that they may be transposed to 
“47” cents in the operation. 

CINCH FOR EXPERT. 

How to write this check in order that 
,1 niuy be tampered with and “raised" is 
something that hus held the attentions 
and invited tiro inventive talents ol many 
people, in and out of business. Even 
when the best of the chemical papers 
arc used in the blank check the drawer 
ol the paper may have not the slighteid 
protection from “raising" ut the bunds 
ol an expert. The .manner in which the 
written and figure amounts on the face 
o! the check ore placed makes the ma¬ 
terial alteration of tile amount easy be¬ 
yond question. 

For instunce, ttie man who writes 
with a Iree, flowing hand and leaves 
roomy spaces everywhere between 
words and figures becomes an easy 
mark for the expert. This man ts call¬ 
ed upon lo draw his check hook and 
in the dollar line writes the word “four" 
til his rounded hand, simply filling in ttie 
vest of the lmed space with the plain 
nourish of tits pen. Then In the upper 
corner of file check he writes the attest¬ 
ing figure 84. with a dash after It. That 
makes it a rincli for an expert check 
raiser to make it 840 or 8400 or 84,000. 

WORTHLESS PRECAUTIONS. 

Manifestly the only safeguard for such 
a check us this, even if It lie drawn up¬ 
on chemical paper, is for the drawer

GERMS BANISH DISEASE 


MYSTERY OF OPSONINS AND MEDI¬ 
CAL SCIENCE. 

The New Department I* In Full Suing 
At the London (England) 
Hospital. 

No sooner Is u discovery in medical 
science unnuunccd limit a hundred 
busy brains are hard at work tfylng 
lo apply it towards the alleviation of 
liuinun suffering or the increase of 
human knowledge. 

Opsonins—those mysterious organ¬ 
isms In the huniun body whose mission 
is to help the white blood corpuscles lo 
kill off and devour hostile micro¬ 
organisms thul cuuse disease—have al¬ 
ready fallen into their place in medical 
science, and, as was announced ut the 
last meeting of governors of ttie London 
hospital, an opsonin department is in 
full swing at that institution, where 
some 90 tests ure made every week. 

GERM STANDS POOR CHANCE. 

Tuberculosis or consumption, it was 
announced, was more readily cured 
when the opsonin test was employed, 
und the following explanation of tho 
methods in use was given to a London 
Daily Mail representative.

New Food Tariff Makes Nut ion Depend 
More on Dog. 

“Two sorts of animals for slaughter¬ 
ing purposes, nuiuely, horses und dogs, 
liuve never until now reached so large 
a consumption as in the fourth quurter 
of 1905." 

Tills is a startling sentence from an 
article in the Budische Lundes-Zeitung 
of Munnheim, discussing the effect of the 
new German turiffs on foodstuffs. .. 

The rales of increase, too, are start¬ 
ling. The number of slaughtered horses 
rose from 44,659 in the first quurter of 
1904 to 52,084 in the first quarter of 
1905. 

“According to the official records," 
concludes I he article, “there were 2.- 
405 dogs slaughtered during the fourth 
quurter of 1905. Here are reckoned 
only the common species of dogs, which, 
under official Inspection, were compelled 
to give up their lives and allow them¬ 
selves to be eulen. Hence It will be seen 
that our nation's food depends more 
and more on the dog.”

Manifestly the only safeguard for such 
a check us this, even If H he (lruwn up¬ 
on chemical paper, is for the drawer 
to follow close upon the writ t en "four 
with the blocking “No-lOftth" dollars, 
using the same fraction us clo-• ly after 
the figure “4” in the corner of the ch« « k. 
To leave no possible room after a tinul 
written or figure amount on u check is 
the best possible precaution uguinst 
raising it. For with muny checks tne 
printed warning "Not good If drawn for 
more than one hundred dollars." Is a 
worthless precaution. In the above ex- 
ample it is so. for the reason that rais¬ 
ed n.s it is the umounl still is within the 
limit. Hud the check been druwn in 
the same style for "six" dollars. II would 
have been more easilv and profitably 
raised to "sixty." In the same general 
manner a slovenlv "two" may be rais¬ 
ed to “twenty," “three" may be "thirty, 
“five" is made "fifty," "seven" become • 
"seventy." "eight" heeomes "eignlv." 
and "nine" becomes "ninety"- all 
without erasures and without leaving 
leltule marks upon n chemical paper. 

"PAYABLE TO BEARER." 

In tills way the average check which 
Is made payable "In bearer" may be a 
pc tentiul menace in u slow course 
through u dozen hands. \\ lule^a bank 
max' require the holder of u "bearer 
check to Indorse his name on llie back, 
that indorsement means nolniug to him. 
The check is payable to the bearer and

For the average man who may write
